Pays J ’Dome, 
France, May 16—The result* of 
the experiment in exploding ten 
ton* of melinite last night at the 
Courtine camp, near here, iu an 
attempt to solve the mystery of 
“gone* of gileiice” were tliaap 
pointing ami puzzling 

The explosion blew u hole twenty 
feet deep and sixty feet wide In the 
soft soil. With the exception of one 
guinea pig, which died a marlyr to 
science, a number of animals placed 
In holes at distances varying from 
1®0 to 300 yards from tho scene, 
showed no III effects. 

The results of observations of deli¬ 
cate appliances placed at variousdla- 
tahces arc curious and inexplicable. 
Those In the Immediate neighbor¬ 
hood. in Uasel. la Courtine and 
Auhuseon registered only feeble 
shocks. Paris heard nothing, nor 
did Amiens. At some of these cities 
shocks were registered, hut It Is not 
certain they were caused by the 
explosion.

Vauquelain’s Gallant Fight 
, Below Quebec 

/"YN May II, 1780, was performed one bflhoee 
superbly heroic actions of which there is 
such a wealth In the history of Canada. The 
hero w*a# Captain Vauquelaln. who had fopght 
his ship, the Arethuse. so well at thff final 
siege of Lou labour* two years before, and in 
her had run the gauntlet of the overwhelming 
British blockade to carry dispatches to France. 
Now he commanded the little /leet of France 
remaining In the 8t. Lawrence since the British 
had closed the river in June and had captured 
Quebec in September. 175*. While the British 
vessels had prowled up and down before the 
fortress city, his own vessel, the Atlante. and 
the others had ridden safely in hiding in the 
mouth of the Richelieu. Then. In April. 1780. 
they had transported tho gallant Chevalier Da 
Levis* army down from Montreal on his mission 
to retake Quebec, and had stood by in the river 
near Cap Rouge to reconnoitre and to maintain

Then suddenly, while the Ice wsa still sweep¬ 
ing down the current, on May t appeared a 
British frigate. Hhe brought word to the 
beleagured General Murray that a Brllleh fleet 
waa close behind. De Levle heard that there 
were shipa of war heating qp the river, but 
thought that they might be Vrench. At any 
rate he reaolved to continue the alege of Quebec 
until he ahould find out. It happened on the 
evening of the 15th. News came that two 
shipa of war had Just arrived In the Bt Charles 
Bnxln and that they were French. He ordered 
un I mired lute attack in force upon the frail 
fortifications which General Murray and his 
men were working so hard to render approxi¬ 
mately tenable. Just In time, however, he 
found out that these ehlpe were British, and. 
with ewtft reversal of decision, ordered a 
general retreat. He reared that with this naval 
force the British might cut him off from 
Montreal, hit base. 

De Dev Is waa right At dawn of the next 
day. May l«th. 1760, a British ship of the line 
and two frigates run past Cape Diamond and 
fell upon the French flotilla of two frlgntm, 
two armed ships, and a number of suhaldiary 
craft. A message from De l,evls to fly failed 
to ranch the courageous Vauquelaln who tried 
with hie little frigate, the Atlante, to cover the 
helter-skelter flight of the rest. He waa un¬ 
successful. for the.British sank the three other 
fighting ships, but he fought a magnificent 
action end secured the saj- escape of at least 
the greater number of the transports. 

C'ARLY In the tattle he ran Ilia ship aground 
on the skoals at PoInte-aux-Tremblas. and 
there for hours he held at hay the Lowestoft 
and the Diana till hia ammunition was all spent, 
bis vessel was it wreck— maata gone, hull shot 
through and through and afire, officers all dead, 
the best part of the crew lying dead or dying!

Then, 
begrimed, wounded, heart-broken, he lay down 
among his wounded men end burst Into violent 
sobbing, while the flames crackled upward and 
Ih* cannon bnlla from the British frigates still 
crashed Into the splintered remnant of a hull, 
for. silent as this fighting tartar was, she had 
not struck her flag.

W IT H ihe question of immigration again 
the fore, the appeal that Canada 
makes to the intelligent, ambitious and young 
type of new citizen is worth considering. A 
man of this type is Capt. A. J. Thomas, eldest 
son of Britain's Colonial Secretary, who came 
to this country s year ago and has been work¬ 
ing for the Canadian National Railways. 

On hu return to England for a short 
holiday, he wrote for The Daily Herald, the 
labor newspaper, his opinion of Canada and 
its opportunities. He said that on hit arrival 
in Canada he felt that he had reached a country 
where there was room for young men. con¬ 
trasted with England where a young man 
hardly knows which way to look for a career, 
so over-crowded are the various trades, profes¬ 
sions and occupations. He contrasted condi¬ 
tions in the Old County where the young man 
finds little room for promotion, having to wait 
nearly all hit life for old men to die off, with 
those in this country where it is commonplace 
to aee young men in their 30’s occuping mana¬ 
gerial posts. 

"Another fact about Canada which has 
deeply impressed me is that nobody there is 
afraid of hard work, and yet there is no neglect 
of higher education." he writes. "Young 
men enter the universities, waiting and attending 
on themaelves while there and earning their 
feet during vacations." 

Advice that is most often needed is 
embodied in these words of his: "While I 
have no hesitation in recommending young men 
to look to Canada for a future career, I would 
at the same time warn them that they must be 
prepared for hard maaual work, and not to 
emigrate with the idea of seeking occupations 
of a sedentary nature." 

At ■ time when there has been adverse 
puublicity in some English papers over oppor¬ 
tunities in Canada because some persons who 
came out could not fit in, it is well that facts 
and opinions such as the foregoing should be 
emphasized in England as well as here to help 
m all get our thinking on these matters set 

straight.

The police sent a copy 
of the Address to the Secretary of 
State, and Shelley's advice to the 
Irish on sobriety and toleration 
struck the official mind as a scream - 
In* Joke." After a while Shelley 
went back to England crushed und 
tired out. 

SHELLEY MEETS 
MARY GODWIN 

Mark Twain and other writers 
have written furious denunciations of 
Shelley because he deserted hie girl 
wife Harriet and ran away with 
i Mary Godwin. Browning once re¬ 
fused to become president of the 
Shelley Society because of the poet s 
misconduct In this respect. Accord¬ 
ing to this author. however. Harriet, 
prompted by her sister Ellas, had be¬ 
gun to act most stubbornly with 
Shsiley and tried him sorely before 
he met. Mary. The poet had a very 
kind heart and It must be suid for 
him that ho always kept Harriet well 
supplied with money. If ahe had 
been reasonable and had not spurned 
his affectionate advances, she might 
never have lost hie devotion. Shelley 
was peculiarly susceptible to kromen'a 
charms and when he was antagonized 
at home looked for comfort else¬ 
where. It pjm long after ho first 
visited the home of Willlum Godwin, 
from whom he had Imbibed hie radi¬ 
cal Ideas in politics, that he met 
Mary who had been absent for some 
time In Scotland. It eeems to have 
been a case of love at first -sight. 
«er face.'* says M. Maurole. in a 
vivid sketch, “was very pale and pure, 
her golden hnlr arranged In smooth 
bands on either side of a eh«»»e|y 
head, she had a great slab of u fore¬ 
head. and earnest hazel eyes. An 
air of sensibility and mournful cour¬ 
age Instantly inspired In Shelley the 
same enthusiasm that he found In 
reading Homer or Plutarch, lie saw 
something heroic in this delicate 
young girl, and the mixture of the 
heroic and the feminine was ever 
that which most appealed to him." 
Mary had what Harriet lacked, a' 
well-stored mind. She could follow 
Shelley In his philosophical discus¬ 
sions. and ea she had been taught by 
her father to flout convention and to 
believe In free love, she did not hesi¬ 
tate when Shelley urged her tq go 
with him to live In Prance. Alae 
for the Inconsistency of philosophers. 
Godwin was terribly angry when his 
young disciples put his teaching into 
practice! But hie indignation did 
not prevent him from begging for 
and accepting large loans from the 
open-handed poet who by this time 
had inherited a fortune from his 
grand futher. 

ARIEL AND DON JUAN 

To many readers the most Interest¬ 
ing part of thl* book Will be the lat¬ 
ter half In which the author tells the 
story of the life of Shelley and Byron 
In Italy. Although he did not try 
to prevent it at Its Inception. Shelley 
was given no end of trouble by the 
unhappy course of the love affair be¬ 
tween Mary's half sister. June Cler¬ 
mont. end Don Juan Byron. It must 
be said that Jane, a young woman 
of a moat romantic turn of mind, 
threw herself at Byron's head. The 
author of this story Is within the 
facts In dealing with this amour. 
There are numerous graphic In¬ 
stances in this narrative which con¬ 
trast the characters of Byron und 
8helley. One of them describee the 
introduction of Trelawney to Byron 
when the latter was living In a palace 
which the Shelleys selected for him 
in Plea. The noble lord lived In 
magnificent style. One day Shelley 
took Trelawn.v to call on Byron. The 
surroundings were very ‘‘different 
from those In the Shelley home. “A 
large marble hall, a giant staircase, 
powdered footmen, and surlv dogs. 
T re lawny, like every one else, saw 
in Byron's external appearance all 
the traits with which imagination 
endows genius, hut the great man's 
conversation struck him as common¬ 
place. He seemed to he playing a 
part, and an out-of-date one—that 
of a rake-hell of the Regency. He 
told stories about actors, boxers end 
hard-drinkers, and of how he had 
swum the Helllspont. 

“Trelawney returned with Shelley 
and Mary. 'How different Byron Is 
to anything one expects Byron Is 
he.. There's no mystery about him 
at all. On the contrary he talks too 
freely, and aaye things he had much 
better not any. He seems ns Jealous 
and Impulsive as a woman, and may¬ 
be Is more dangerous.' 

" Mary.' .said Shelley, Trelawney 
has found out Byron already. How 
stupid we were—how long It took 
us.' 

" The reason 1*.' said Mary, 'that 
Trelawney lives with the living and 
we live with the dead'" 

The story winds up with what Is 
undoubtedly the fulleet and most In¬ 
teresting account that has ever been 
written of the drowning of Shelley 
and his friend Williams In the Gulf 
of Spexxlu and the crematlon.-Of their 
bodies on ths shore in the presence 
of Byron. Hunt and Trelawny. No 
student of Shelley's life or poetry 
should neglect to rend this most di¬ 
verting and instructive work.

Is a Novel, Dives a Diverting and Instructive 
Account of the Life and Loves of the Ariel of 

English Poetry. . '

From the llttlo station of Du;vunce 
.the road runs straight acros-t the 
valley which extends from Proepect 
Lake to Tod Inlet. The grassy banks 
on either side were besprinkled with 
deep blue violets faintly but sweetly 
perfumed. Then the road began to 
rise. We were entering the woods 
which clothe the slopes of Mount 
Wsrk und Cole Hill, where the 
shoulders of the two elevntiona meet. 
As we followed the winding highway 
I noticed a feature in the rock expo¬ 
sures. not infrequently met with here, 
yet somewhat characteristic of this 
part, of the Highland District. The 
rock, belonging to the Vancouver 
volcanic#, has weathered to much as 
to melt, us It wei*. Into the soil above. 
This became even more marked as 
we proceeded, for we soon found our¬ 
selves high above a little mountain 
stream which has been busily en¬ 
gaged, In the Winter months especi¬ 
ally In cutting Its way back Into these 
hills. It looked so tempting that »t 
clambered down the steep sides with 
their fallen and decayed trees to the 
t»ed of the brook. Instead of the 1 
common rounded pebbles of the gUi-i 
elal deposits rough end angular frag¬ 
ments of the local rock abounded. 
They had been washed down from the 
rock wustsge above, and had not yet] 
been reduced to smooth uniformity j 

of pattern 

Soon we reacned a place from i 
Which bed come the murmur of i 
waters as we stood on the road above. 
Herr over a barrier of rock the 
stream fell In a little cascade where 
maidenhair fem and other moisture- 
loving plants, grew. Above this our 
way wws blocked by a higivy fell of 
timber, criss-crossed and confused, 
so. reluctantly, we struggled up the 
forty-five degree slope again. A 1 
little spring by the roadside offered 
cooling wuters to the wayfarer and 
pleased the eye with Its wetting of 
green plants. To my usUmiahment 1 
found nearby a cluster of primrose 
plants whose presence In this out-of- 
the-way spot could only be accounted 
for by some strange process of seed 
transportation Yet how rarely one 
finds the yellow primrose seeding It¬ 
self here. The rock cuts were occa¬ 
sionally of some sixe and the small 
cliffs were pink with valerlsnella or 
blue with colllnslo. An early patch 
of scarlet “paintbrush'' guvs a vivid 
touch of color. Few of our flowers 
even distantly approach It In bril¬ 
liancy aa well aa in duration of flow¬ 
ering period. Yet Its color Is princi¬ 
pally in the calyx or outer floral 
leaves rather then In the corolla. 

A certain opennesa of the forest 
in front prepared ue, and in a few 
minutes we were by the shore of 
Durant LaJue. Its waters ley calm 
In the afternoon sunshine, even un¬ 
disturbed by any uppearance of wild 
fowl. The margin was lined with 
wlllowa and here! found an interest¬ 


ing shrub which loves these lakes Ides 
The Sweet Gele bears Its ruddy 
brown catkins before the opening ul 
its scented leaves. To their perfumt. 
It owes Its name scientific. Myriu#' 
as well as its English one. The odoi 
Is contained In the little reeln vessel! 
which dot Its leaves, and It is very 
noticeable when they are rubbed be¬ 
tween the fingers. One species ol 
Gale Is known as cerlfera or tbe wax- 
bearer. and this vegetable wax it 
collected and used for candles. The 
lake, which is a little aver a quartet 
of a mile lor.g. Is at an elevation ol 
460 feet und owes Ue charm more t« 
lie unexpectedness than to Its size 

Durant Lake Ilea on the Colquitt 
gnelsalc rocks In a glacial basin, but 
while the dlorltes extend from it south 
throughout the Highland district, t< 
the norUt Cole Hill and Partridge 
Hills are formed of volcanic rocks 
lavas and tuffs. In which occur some 
large and email masses of limestone 
It la one of these crystalline lime¬ 
stone outcrops which has made pos¬ 
sible the Tod Inlet Cement Works 
The contact between the two series 
of rocks, the diorlte and the oldei 
lava, is that of one body intruding 
another. The diorlte has worked Ite 
way up from below Into the rocks 
of earlier age and to Its cooling undei 
their qptsslve covering it owes Ite 
coarse granularity of structure. Since 
then the roof has been largely .re¬ 
moved so that the intrusive rock le 
exposed over wide areas, and the re¬ 
moval has been done by the earns 
processes which are to be seen al 
work to-day in this quiet valley la 
the hills. The weathering of ths 
rock, hastened by Internal chemical 
changes, hus in turn been followed 
by the powerful action of streams 
swollen with :he Winter rains which, 
steudlly cutting their way back, have 
trenched and retrenched the looses 
material, enlarged the . structural 1 
fractures., and even eaten away the 
solid rock Itself. Thue In time the 
mountains and hltle are made low 
and the valleys exalted, the crooked 
places straightened and the rough 
places made plain. As we returned 
the sky was dull and lowering and 
the hills took on a sombre and aloof 
aspect. The nearer greens of the 
Isndscape of the fertile valley through 
which the railway runs were encircled 
by masses of purplish grey. At the 
station a group of wild cherry trace 
were so white with Innumerable 
blossoms they seemed against Chat 
sombre background like a sudden 
burst of light. Behind, where the 
road curves eastward up ths hill, on 
old farmhouse looks across the fields 
It reels among Its old orchard trees 
with all Us store of memorise. Al¬ 
ready' as evening drew near one 
could feel

Lord Byron's death, has brought 
forth a great many references to his 
friend and fellow-exile, Percy Bysshe 
Hhelley. No article on Byron could 
be Judged complete without extended 
notice of the relationship that existed 
between the two poets who flod to 
Italy from the storm of criticism that 
followed their matrimonial ventures. 
Shelley was not pleased with Byron's 
amour*, but he regarded him as a 
mighty ,genius; Byron did not think 
much of Shelley's iBoetry. but he de¬ 
clared that the benefactor of Godwin 
and-,Leigh Hunt waa the least selfish 
and the mildest of men—a man who 
has made more sacrifices of his for¬ 
tune and feelings for others than any 
I ever heard of" It Is Attlng. there¬ 
fore. that at the time of the Byron 
centenary we ehnuld have presented 
for our Information end delectation a 
biographical novel of which Hhellev 
Is the hero and Byron one of the 
leading characters. This full-length 
story le entitled “Ariel." and is from 
the pen of Andre Maurois (Thomas 
Allen. Toronto). 


All through the Winter every one 
cuddled himself up close to the fire¬ 
side. turned on the loud speaker and 
gave little or no thought to the poor 
aerial which was left out in the cold; 
cold world. Even if the euitcnna was 
remembered i* was best to leave it 
alone, find thue keep far away from 
the danger of catching cold. The aer¬ 
ial thus neglected has become Ineffi¬ 
cient. Ite insulators have lust their 
property of insulation, the wire has 
become thickly coated with copper 
oxide and the aerial supports are on ; 
the verge of breaking. The fact that 
during the last snow-storm, when all 
the antennae became coated with ice, 
and the fane noticed a partial or 
total decrease In volume in their sate, 
proves tho inefficient condition of 
tho aerials. 

Now that Spring le her# and the 
birds are singing In the tree tops, 
it is a good time to overhaul the 
whole aerial system, so that It may 
work well until Autumn, Close ex¬ 
amination Is .leresaary to keep the 
aerial in good working condition. 
Nothing le ever perfect at Its best, 
and the aerial now is certainly not 
at Its best. 

Tho aerial and Insulators should be 
removed from their supports. PoiesT* 
wires or hooks In the walla which 
have decayed or ruated should be 
replaced bv new once und mdde us 
strong as possible. The insulation 
can be scrubbed In alcohol and then ; 
dried In the noonday sun. or. better 
still, brand-new porcelain Insulators 
should be purchased to replace the 
old ones. The porcelain lead-in tube 
should receive the same treatment 
also. 

USE ACID WASH 

The aerial wire may be replaced 1 
with a new one. but if It la etlll in 
one piece and looks strong enough 
It can be restored in the following, 
manner: 

Purchase about ten cent** worth of 
concentrated nitric acid and dilute it 
with about three times Ite own vol¬ 
ume of ordinary tap water. Put on 
a lubber glove or any old kldskln 
glove to protect the hand from the 
effects of the nitric acid, and moisten 
a rag with the dilute acid. Then, 
holding the wire In the left hand, 
rub every foot of It with the rag, 
moistening It aa often sis necessary, 
until tho whole aerial has 1>een made 
bright and shiny This will not take 
long as the copper oxide le easily 
removed by the acid. Then take a 
clean rag. moisten with water only 
and rub the aerial over once more 
to remove any exiees acid or copper 
nitrate which waa formed. Then with 
a clean dry rag give the wire a third 
rubbing to remove any trace of mole- 
lure from it. The last two operations 
are even more Important than the 
first, and, if not done properly, the 
wire will be In a worse condition 
than It waa at the beginning. The 
nitric add. If left on the wire, will 
attack the copper to form copper 
nitrate, which collects on the sur¬ 
face of the aerial and la more det¬ 
rimental to the algnale received than 
the original copper oxide. 

The thing that le usually over¬ 
looked la the lightening arrester. No 
one would think of locating any 
trouble at that point, and yet many 
sets have been torn apart In vain 
to find tome trouble that was really 
caused by a short-circuited light¬ 
ning arrester. The lneulatl^n 
material should he cleaned with 
alcohol, and the arrester should , 
be tested In series with a bat¬ 
tery and flash lamp. If the lamp 1 
lights a short circuit exists In the 
arrester and the latter should be re¬ 
placed by an entirely new arrester. 
If the lamp does not light the arres¬ 
ter Is still serviceable for the time 
being t.nd It would he a waste of 
money to purchase a new one. 

GROUNDING IMP ORT ANT / 

The ground la ths next thing to be 
examined. This Summer there will be 
a great deal of moleture present In 
tho nlr. and some of this will con¬ 
dense on the cold surfnee of the 
water pipe, causing the copper wire 
to corrode and creating a very poor 
ground. For thee# reasons the wire 
should be eoldered to the water pipe 
Itself after the latter has been made 
bright and clean with sandpaper. 

It may also be worth while to 
change the direction and height of 
the aerial. An aerial having Ite lead- 
in taken off at the east aide and 
also pointing toward the east due 
south will receive In the direction 
where the greater majority of sta¬ 
tions are located. If there Is any¬ 
thing In this pheitomet.. of direc¬ 
tional effect this Is the best direction 
for an %erlal to bs pointing In this 
city. As to the heght. the higher it 
can he placed the further Tt will 
receive signals. 

In general it may he said that the 
ground wire should be as largt as, or 
larger than, the lead-in- and Just as 
well Insulated and spaced from 
masses of material. The ground wire 
should go In as short and as straight 
a line at possible to the nearest good 
ground. 

The only way to find the beet 
ground le to experiment with all pos¬ 
sible grounds singly snd In combin¬ 
ations. The quality of the ground la 
easily told by tbe amount of regen¬ 
eration, or tickler coll coupling re¬ 
quired on a given station for a given 
signal strength. The better the 
ground the leas tickler required. 

The water pipe, with a good clamp 
firmly fastened on a place scraped 
down- 4 #* the bright metal, is always* 
one possible ground snd may be the 
beet available. 

• Steam and hot water pipes, scrap¬ 
ed and coupled with a good clamp 
tightly applied are also worth trying. 
Sometimes It Is easiest to ground on 
u steam pipe near the set and then 
ground the steam pipe to a water 
pipe at the moat convenient place. 
In some c«.aes beet results are sec¬ 
ured by tying all water and steam 
pipe# together. 

This utilises both the ground con¬ 
nection of the water pipes and the 
counterpoise effect of the network 1 
of pipes in the building. Usually, 
however. It will broaden the tuning. 
— Few City d wcUera can t ry the pipe 
driven in the earth for a ground, the 
sinking of a copper plate in a well

After he was driven out of Oxford. 
Shelley took lodgings In London. As 
his angry father had cut off his al¬ 
lowance. he depended for hts subsis¬ 
tence on the pocket-money of hie 
sisters, who were at this time attend¬ 
ing Mrs. Penning'# Academy for 
Young Ladios on Clapham Common. 
Fortunately tbe young poet, he was 
only nineteen years of age. had very 
simple habits. He was a vegetarian 
und lived for tho most pert on bis¬ 
cuits snd raisins, which he woulrt 
est while walking along the street. 
Now It happened that when Mrs. 
Kenning, acting on the orders of 
Shelley's father, requested Percy to 
visit hie sisters less often, the girls 
entrusted a school-mate, Harriet 
Westbrook, a lovely child of sixteen, 
with light brown hair and a com¬ 
plexion of milk and rones, with the 
money intended for the poet nnd she 
carried it to his lodgings. It was 
to be expected that the impression¬ 
able girl should fall In love with thla 
wonderful youth with the fine eyee 
and the golden curie. Tills author 
sketches the progress of tho love af-. 
fair In a charming way and gives a 
fascinating account of the elope¬ 
ment of the young lovers to Edin¬ 
burgh. Before leaving London. 
Shelley borrowed a few pounds from 
a friend but when he arrived in the 
Nroedlsh capital he had not a penny 
left. However, a good-humored land¬ 
lord not only took them Into hts Inn 
lHit advanced enough money to de¬ 
fray the expenses of the wedding 
An Indulgent uncle sent along a loan 
to Hhelley not long afterwards which

BIOGRAPHY WHICH 
IS A NOVEL 

M. Maurois Is to be congratulated 
on having produced a new form of 
literature, a biography which is a 
novel. It would he well If all our 
great poets could be presented In 
*uch a medium aa that Invented bv 
this urbane Frenchman, for with 
rympathy. yet with frankness, he 
Hmn* Shelley against his background 
of home nnd college. IeOndon und 
I'isa. sparing no eccentric scene, snd 
Introducing not only the women with 
whom he fell in love but male 
friends, such us Hogg. Godwin. 1’ca- 
cock, Byron. Medwln. Trelawney, 
Hunt and William*. He hua not 
bothered to give us sn exposition of 
the religious and pnllticul conditions 
which prevailed in England one hun¬ 
dred years ago. but he has managed 
to draw some vivid pictures of the 
social life of England und of Italy. 
1 do not see how the reader of the 
stablest biography of Shelley could 
help but be struck by the uniqueness 
of the career of that tender-hearted 
dreamer, but even those who have an 
Intimate knowledge of the writings 
of Hogg. Trelawney. Dowden nnd 
Locock will And In this volume fact# 
about the life of the poet and rev¬ 
elations of hla personality unknown 
before. Beneath the easy, sparkling 
surface of this narrative there lies 
sn enormous amount of research 
work To draw to the life the char¬ 
acter and domestic entourage of Wil¬ 
liam Godwin alone as they hsve heei^ 
etched In these naffes would have 
constituted a triumph for any biog¬ 
rapher I have been reading about 
the old Mlcawber social philosopher 
for years, but this French writer Ik 
the Afst to make him a character of 
living Interest. Hogg, the Oxford 
chum of 8helley, le equally well- 
drawn. 

SHELLEY EXPELLED 
FROM OXFORD 

Like Byron. Shelley’s peculiarities 
of disposition were Inherited. If 
heredity dowered him with the gifts 
of language nnd Imagination with 
her right hand, she dropped into hts 
brain cells abnormality with her left. 
Shelley's temperament marked him 
off from the normal herd when lie 
wee a lad at Eton. He hated game*, 
refused to obey the order# of Ills 
fag-maatera. and scratched, slapped 
and shrieked In rase when the 
other boys tried to maky. him con¬ 
form to the ruatoms of the school. 
He loved to mAke. experiments In 
chemistry, wae an omnivorous read- ; 
er. And while at Eton wrote a ro¬ 
mance. the famous "Zwntroxxl." loiter 
on. when he went to Oxford, he wrote 
a pamphlet In which he aired hi* 
radical views op religion. He not 
only wrote and had printed hie "The 
Necessity of Atheism.'* but sent a 
copy to each of hie professors, most 
of whom were painfullv pious and 
rigidly orthodox divines. He sent a 
copy to every Bishop on the Bench, 
to the Chancellor of the University, 
and to every college Master. Warden 
and Dean.

SHELLEY'S ADDRESS TO 
THE IRISH 

In his famous phrase about Hhelley. 
Matthew Arnold calls him a beautiful 
but Jneffactual angel. Nothing coubl 
illuAmt»- the impractical nature of 
this dreamer better than the story 
told with amusing detail In this 
volume of his attempt to settle the 
Irish question. He was keenly in 
favor of Oethotic Emancipation and 
wrote a pamohlet on the subject 
which he entitled "An Address to the 
Irish."

.wife, he would expect to be hung on 
the first post and would save a lot 
of expense on cross-examination. 

He also admitted that on the day 
of the tragedy he had grabbed hla 
wife by the hair, pulling some false 
hair out. and had broken a chair and 
a telephone by way of demonstrating 
a point. He also admitted that in 
an argument two plates containing 
meals for boarders waiting in the 
shop had been upset, and the board- 


Nanalmo, May II.—Alfred Corbett, 
found guilty of the murder of hia 
wife. Mary Ann Corbett, at Courte¬ 
nay on April 18 last, was sentenced 
to be hung on August 8. at the doe© 
of a sensational two-day hearing last 
tvenlng. The Jnry. composed of two 
women and ten men. brought In a 
verdict after three hours' delibera¬ 
tion, adding a recommendation to 
mercy. Mr. Justice W. A. Macdonald 
pronounced sentence of death, add¬ 
ing that the recommendation to 
clemency would be forwarded to the 
proper- authorities. 

The-death sentence came after an 
extended hearing in which the Crown 
repeated the evidence-laid before the 
coroner's Jury in inqueat on the 
death of Mrs. Ann Corbett and Hpen¬ 
cer Teed, following the double- 
shooting at the Corbett restaurant In 
the peaceful settlement of Courte¬ 
nay a few* weeka ago. Fresh evidence 
aa to the actuftl proceedings which 
led up to the shooting, and the ac¬ 
tions of the principals involved was 
laid before the Jury in corroboration 
of former witenases for the Crown. 

Taking the stand-in hla own be¬ 
half. Alfred Corbett blamed Spencer 
Teed, victim of the tragedy, for In¬ 
terference in hla domestic relations. 
He had no intention of shooting hla 
wife, declared the prisoner, and it 
was not until he waa In Jail charged 
wltn murder that he rtwllaed that 
hie wife had been struck by the 
bullets fired from hla gun. He had 
ahot to “scare" Teed, who threatened 
to “beat him up." said Corbett, who 
dramatically declared that he would 
expect death from the nearest gibbet 
post If he had intentionally slain hla 
wife.
